Thanks to new federal legislation, you may be 
able to save more money on your NJ TRANSIT 
trip this year! 

Effective January 1, 2016, the federal 
government allows you to 
take advantage of a pre-tax 
commuter benefit of $255 
per month. That means 
you could save up to 
$1,000 a year on your trip 
to and from work! If you 
pay for parking during your 
commute, your parking fee 
can also be funded with 
pre-tax dollars up to an additional $255 per 
month! 

To take advantage of these tax savings, your 
employer needs to opt-in to either the 
NJ TRANSIT BusinessPass program or one of 
the programs offered by a third-party provider 
such as Commuter Check (Wired Commute/ 
Edenred), eTRAC (Benefit Resource Inc.), 


Total Ben LLC, Tran Ben Ltd., RideECO (Delaware 
Valley Regional Planning Commission), or 
TransitChek (WageWorks). 

Let your employer know that if they 

participate in a commuter 
pre-tax benefit program, they 
can provide their employees 
with an added benefit at no 
additional cost and reduce 
the amount of payroll taxes 
they have to pay! 

NJ TRANSIT'S BusinessPass 
Program allows employers to 
order monthly transit passes 
or one-way tickets in bulk for their employees 
or clients.

Hudson Go Pass allows customers who ride 
NJ TRANSIT'S 156R, 158 and 159R bus routes 
serving the Palisade Avenue/River Road corridor 
(two-zone, intrastate - New Jersey travel only) 
and Hudson-Bergen Light Rail to connect with 
ferry service at the NY Waterway Port Imperial 
Ferry Terminal in Weehawken. From there you 
can take: 

♦ an eight-minute ferry trip daily to/from the 
West 39th Street Midtown Ferry Terminal in 
Manhattan (free shuttle buses available); 


♦ a 16-minute trip weekdays to/from the 
World Financial Center in Lower Manhattan; 

♦ an 18-minute trip weekdays to/from Wall 
Street's Pier 11 (transfers available for East River 
Ferry to Brooklyn and Queens). 

You can purchase a Hudson Go Pass monthly 
pass or 10-trip ticket at any Hudson-Bergen 
Light Rail station, from select ticket vending 
machines at Port Imperial Ferry Terminal and at 
ticket windows at Port Authority Bus Terminal 
and Hoboken Terminal.

Replacing the century-old 
North Jersey Coast Line bridge 
between Perth Amboy and 
South Amboy, which was 
significantly damaged during 
Superstorm Sandy. 

♦ Train Controls: A project 
that will protect signal and 
communications systems 

in flood-prone areas on five 
commuter rail and light rail lines during 
extreme weather events.

MyTix Continues to Evolve 

MyTix, part of the NJ TRANSIT Mobile App, 
will soon offer new one-way tickets on select 
bus routes in Hudson and Bergen counties, 
and joint one-way rail tickets for NJ TRANSIT 
and SEPTA customers. 

One-way interstate bus tickets (adult, child 
and senior tickets) will soon be available via 
MyTix on four bus routes operating to/from 
the Port Authority Bus Terminal: 

♦ The No. 126 Hoboken-New York route 

♦ The No. 156 Englewood Cliffs-Fort Lee- 
New York route 

♦ The No. 158 Fort Lee-Edgewater-New York 
route (River Road-Port Imperial Boulevard 
service) 

♦ The No. 159 Fort Lee-New York route 
Additional bus routes will also be added 

in the coming months. Meanwhile, rail 
customers who transfer between NJ TRANSIT 
and SEPTA rail services at Trenton Transit 
Center will soon have access to a joint 
NJ TRANSIT/SEPTA one-way rail ticket on 
MyTix (adult, child, senior or disabled). 

MyTix is the fast, easy and secure way to 
purchase and display NJ TRANSIT tickets 
and passes on your mobile device. You can 
download the MyTix mobile app for free on 
any web-enabled iOS or Android device via 
the App Store or Google Play.

♦ Check www.njtransit.com, listen to media 
reports and monitor weather conditions to 
determine if bus, 
rail, light rail or 
Access Link service is 
affected. 

♦ Do not rush to 
your bus stop, light 
rail station or train 
station; arrive safe. 

♦ Travel light during 
bad weather. It makes 
it easier to maneuver. 

♦ When traveling 

with children, hold their hands when boarding 
or exiting trains or buses and be aware of their 
location at all times. 
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♦ During inclement weather, be aware some 
railcar center doors may not open to prevent 
potential malfunctions and delays. 

♦ Be aware of slippery platform edges and 
curbs when boarding trains and buses. 

♦ Use hand rails on trains and buses. 

♦ Stand clear of 
NJ TRANSIT employees 
as they remove snow 
and ice. 

♦ Use caution when 
walking and driving in 
parking lots.
